The board voted to extend the serv- 
ice and accept a proposed new station, 
equipment and personnel for its op- 
eration which was offered Wednes- 
day afternoon by Fulton coultty com- 
missioners. 

Commissioners Walter C. Hendrix 
and Ed H.« Inman informed the 
board that the commission at a spe- 
cial session had voted $45,000 for erec- 
tion of and equipping the station and 
that salaries for the 10 members of 
the new company would be voted as 
soon as the new station is placed in 
service. 

Administration of the new station 
will be under direction of the board 
and Chief John Terrell. The site, to 
be located in the northern section of 
the county, will be selected within 
the next few days. A pumper will 
be bought. 

‘ The board also voted to create the 
post of junior captain for the 20 sta- 
tions and fire headquarters in order 
to give the lieutenant who was for- 
merly in charge, authority commensu- 
rate with that of the captain in charge 
of the station. Salaries will not be 
increased but a captain’s authority 
will be extended to the lieutenants, 
who formerly commanded the compa- 
nies on shifts over which captains 
did not preside.

NEW TRUE BILLS 
‘REPORTED VOTED 


Closeted behind well-guarded doors, 
the Fulton grand jury Wednesday con- 
tinued its consideration of more than 
a score of indietments which are ex- 
pected to be returned Saturday, cli- 
maxing that body’s four-month inv¥es- 
tigation into charges of corruption 


and graft in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the municipal goyern- 
ment. 

Four additional true bills were re 

ported voted during the day. These 
were added to the unknown number 
voted Tuesday. In all, the grand jury 
is reported to have received between 
20 and 25 bills for consideration. The 
indictments will be filed in open court 
Saturday and the arrests of those ac- 
cused, said to be chiefly members of 
the city council and heads of various 
municipal departments, ordered at 
once, 
More than 20 witnesses were heard 
during th> single session held by the 
grand jury Wednesday, which. began 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon and con- 
tinued until shortly after dark. Near- 
ly all these witnesses, it was said, 
were. persons who previously have 
appeared and who were recalled to 
clarify or add to the testimony pre- 
viously given, the.directors of the in- 
vestigation stressing the fact that they 
are seeking to avoid any “loopholes” 
in the indictments and are hoping to 
rid themselves of any possibility of 
flaws, which would result in the in- 
dictment being quashed on plea of 
the accused.

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Treasury Head Gives Views 
on Systems to House 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(/)— 
Support of Seeretary Mellon for 
branch banking in preference to chain 
or group banking was added today to 
that of J. W. Pole, comptroller of the 
currency, as the house banking com- 
mittee continued its investigation of 
these phases of the nation’s financial 
system. 


In a letter to the committee the 
treasury head based his preference for 
branch banking on the greater concen- 
tration. of responsibility under that 
system; but warned “even branch 
banking should be limited to definite 
economic areas.” 

“As to what these economic areas 

should be, I am not prepared to state 
at this time without further study or 
thought,’ Mellon wrote. He request- 
el that he be allowed to defer his ap- 
pearance before the committee, ‘‘un- 
til 1 have had an opportunity to study 
the facts which I hope your commit- 
tee will develop.” 
Mr. Mellon had been scheduled as 
e second witness in tha commit- 
tee's inquiry, but in view of this re- 
quest, it was indicated that representa- 
tives of the federal reserve board 
would follow Pole on the stand. 


Today's committee session was tak- 
en up with questioning by members of 
Comptroller Pole on his position in 
favor of “decentralized branch bank- 
ing,” which he advanced as a solu- 
tion for the situation caused by the 
failure of many country banks and the 
concentration of banking capital in 
New York.

Reds Riot in Los Angeles; 
Quiet Meeting in Atlanta 


While red sympathizers created a 
riot in Los Angeles, and police ar- 
rested more than 100 attendants at a 
gathering in Chicago, approximately 
200 Atlanta communists, practically 
all of whom were colored, held an or- 
deriy meeting at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon at 158 1-2 Auburn avenue.

NAVAL “BIG FOUR” 
CONTINUE PARLEY. 
BY FRANK H. KING, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

LONDON, Feb. 26.—(4)—The na- 
val conference will continue with a 
five-power agreement holding the cen- 
ter of the picture. 

After a week's enforced adjourn- 
ment, the conference was revived to- 
day by the “big four” of the delega- 
tions remaining in London. France 
will not be represented officially until 
her internal crisis is bridged, but 
nothing will be done inimical to her 
interests. 

The news that former Premier Tar 
dieu had been asked to form another 
French ministry to succeed the short- 
lived Chautemps government, cheered 
the American, British, Italian and 
Japanese delegations, but the decision 
to avoid another adjournment § was 
‘taken this afternoon before the latest 
turn in French politics was known. 

Meeting Decides. 

The chief delegates made their de- 
cision to carry on in a meeting at 
Prime Minister MacDonald's office in 
the house of commons. Before that 
meeting, Ambassador De Fleuriau, of 
France, had conferred with the prime 
minister and indicated his willingness 
to carry on as a representative of 
France. ‘The ambassador, as direct 
representative of the French presi- 
dent in London, is in an extra-polit- 
ical position, and his status as a naval 
delegate remains unchanged through- 
out the shifting scenes of Paris min- 
istries. 

Thus. private conversations _ be- 
tween the delegations are to continue 
despite the fact that a properly ac- 
eredited French delegation will be 
absent. 


Recasting Continues. 

The work of the technical commit- 
tee is to continue, particularly in re- 
casting the Root proposals made at 
the Washington .conference for “hu- 
manizing’ submarine warfare, but 
which France has not ratified. If 
these can be quickly whipped into 
shape for a treaty, it may be possi- 
ble for a public plenary session on 
the submarine issue tc be held soon 
after the French delegation returns. 
Thus would Tardieu's new colleagues 
be introduced to the formal work of 
the conference. 

It was emphasized today by the 
British spokesman that all agreements 
reached at London before the French 
delegation returns will be purely ten- 
tative and also will depend upon their 
eventual conclusion in a five-power 


pact. 

The British are emphatic that no- 
body is going off into a corner to for- 
mulate a three-power treaty.

CONDEMNED SLAYER 
REFUSED NEW TRL 


Wash Smith, wno received the 
death sentence in Sanks county for 
the murder of Jud Wells, a coun- 
try storekeeper, Wednesday was re- 
fused a new trial in a.verdict handed 
down by the supreme court.

The high court held that it was not 


proved that Lochridge was responsible 
for the wreck, and that in his ca- 
pacity of fireman he was not charged 
with the operation of the train. It 
also was ruled that the damages were 
not excessive, as Lochridge was 44 
years old and making $250 a month. 

Another case, in which an effort 
was made to oust Roland Bower as 
school superintendent in Decatur, was 
reversed by the supreme court, 

The court held that quo warranto 
proceedings against Bower were not 
subject to dismissal on a general de- 
murrer, and that although Bower was 
not a legal voter in the election for 
county superintendent he was not 
necessarily disqualified from holding 
the office. 

The legislature has provided that a 
resident of an independent school dis- 
trict cannot vote on a county school 
election, but has never provided that 
a resident of such a district cannot 
be a county school superintendent.

Caligula 
Debunked.

“Maybe there 
is no crime at all,” they said. ““Maybe 
not, said the nobles, but we know who 
is guilty just the same!”

To most people the Knights of 
Pythias means only “another fraternal 
order.”

As a matter of fact searcely any 
confraternity known in history had 
a more pathetic, patriotic and hu- 
mane inspiration than this same 
Knights of Pythias. 

From 1861 to 1865 this nation was 
split asunder in fact and the two sec- 
tions were engaged in waging one of 
the most desperate and bloody civil 
wars ever known to modern men, The 
fighters on both sides were hot with 
the fevered blood of battle, with its 
accompaniments of hate and the will 
to destroy with almost savage disre- 
gard for mercy. Only those who, like 
this writer, have survived that era 
can understand its awful alienations. 
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The Vision of a Patriot-Seer. 


While the war was raging at its 
fiercest, in the early months of 1864, 
there was sitting at a government 
(lesk of the United States, at Wash- 
ington, a humble Christian man who 
had daily brought to his attention the 
horrors of the terrible conflict. He 
saw the wounded of both armies 
brought to the hospitals of the city 
and of its prisons, and he saw the 
forlorn condition of thousands of pris- 
oners of war driven through to far-off 
prisons, cheerless of sympathy or 
any tender of comfort. 

All these things and their implica- 
tions stirred the heart of generous 
Justus H. Rathbone, of whom I write. 
He looked forward to the sure end of 
the war and saw it ending with the 
south prostrated and its people looked 
upon as national pariahs and ostra- 
cised from the sympathy and generos- 
ity of their overcomers.

CHANGE OF CLIMATE EASIER 
THAN CHANGE OF MIND. 

I have nothing against any brand 
of climate except ours. 

An insurance man got me all het 
up recently by offering some sick in- 
surance that is noncancellable. Whad- 
ayamean, I naturally wanted to know. 
Well, it turned out that the sick in- 
surance I carried might be cancelled 
at the end of any year if the company 
should decide to leave me in the lurch. 
So I had to summon Henry and hear 
his defense. Sure, Henry told me, we 
can decline to renew your policy when- 
ever we decide that you are a bad 
risk: but we'll sell you one containing 
a clause which makes it non-cancel- 
lable, if you wish to pay an addition- 
al premium to cover that additional 
risk. Then being.a friend as well as 
an insurance man Henry explained, 
Suppose you would like to spend each 
winter in some nice balmy climate 
like—here insert name of your favor- 
ite winter resort—why, then it would 
pay you to have a _ non-cancellable 
sick insurance policy, for all you 
need is a doctor who will certify that 
you're badly run down and simply 
must go fishing down there for sev- 
eral weeks in the winter time, ete. 
Pretty soft, if you are fond of win- 
tering in the south and have the 
right kind of doctor to indorse your 
claim. 

This changing climate is largely that 
sort of thing. ‘The patient, not the 
doctor, proposes the change, if indeed 
a doctor is consulted at all. In cases 
where the wiseacre yet misquided in- 
valid sincerely seeks benefit to his 
health and “tries” such a change with- 
out the advice of a physician, the re- 
sult is almost always disappoint- 
ment and sometimes disaster. 

Twenty-five years ago a medical 
teacher in the wards of a_ hospital 
asked ane of the students: “Why do 
we advise change of climate in a case 
of asthma?’ The student answered : 
“Because you can't do anything for 
him and hate to have him hanging 
round.” A very good answer, for 2v 
years ago. Today a better answer 
would be that we ship the patient off 
somewhere because we are not up on 
the skin testing for allergy and we are 
too narrow and. selfish to refer the 
atient to a doctor who is prepared to 
etermine what foreign substance is 
accountable for the asthma. If the 
doctor finds that out, then the patient 
may be able to avoid contact with the 
foreign substance and so escape fur-

Enjoy Your Shower. 
After reading your recent ar- 
ticle on the sudden cooling of 
muscles after exercising, I am 
wondering if [ should omit my 
cold shower following a work out 
in the gymnasium. (R. D. W.) 
Answer.—I suspect you're jollying 
me, brother. Of course you should 
enjoy your shower, if you do enjoy 
it. I merely conceded—in order to 
avoid exasperating the old timers too 
much—that a sudden chilling after 
violent exertion (not after being over- 
heated artificially or passively) may 
leave the muscles and fasciae lame, 
sore or stiff. I do not think there 
is any particular virtue in a cold 
shower.or other cold washing, though 
I do not believe there is any harm 

in it if one enjoys the cold bath. 


Better Search for Perpetual Mo- 

tion. 

My office is heated with gas: 
The depressing effect is notice- 
able on one coming in from the 
open air. My business brings 
me in close contact with about a 
score of people daily, and some 
of them are probably carriers of 
cri. My problem is to keep the 
air as pure as possible and at 
the same time protect myself 
from germs brought to me by my 
clients. I have in mind to rig 
up some chemical to consume the 
CO from the gas heater and com- 
bat the cri. What can you sug- 
gest? (J. R.) 

Answer.—Keep not less than five 
feet away from your clients. Then 
they can't reach you with conversa- 
tional spray. If one coughs or 
sneezes at you without compunction 
kick him downstairs. There is no 
chemical that can possibly accom- 
plish what you plan. Proper adjust- 
ment of the gas heater, and of course 
proper pipe fitting to carry the prod- 
ucts of combustion out of the build- 
ing, will protect you against the haz- 
ard of CO poisoning. Should a client 
with an alleged “cold” enter the of- 
ce, have a suitamle mask at hand 
and quickly don it. Such a mask is 
made of 10 layers of gauze with a 
mesh of 32 threads to the inch, and 
should be large enough to cover your 
nose and mouth; or you may use a 
screen of the same construction be- 
tween you and the client. It will stop 
any and all droplets of secretion, 
which contain the germs of the dis- 
ease, if it is cri.

Roddy Burdine, department store 
owner of Miami, who recently opened 
one of the finest branch stores in the 
United States in the Miramar section, 
is not worrying about Miami becom- 
ing an industrial center. He believes 
that the tourist trade will continue to 
grow and be the base upon which a 
substantial industry 
can be built.

FLORIDA WILL ALLOW 
BULTERS IN PRIMARY 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Feb. 26.— 
(?)—Attorney- General Fred H. Davis 
has expressed the opinion that demo- 
cratic “‘bolters” in the 1928 presiden- 
tial election may edge in the 
coming party primary both as voters 
and candidates under a technical in- 
terpretation of the Florida laws. 

His opinion hinged upon the voter 
or candidate taking the position that 
the republican party was not a legal 
“political party” in Florida in 1928 as 
defined by the state laws. Democratic 
candidates are required to take an 
oath that they did not support the 
nominees of another party in the last 
general election and voters may be re- 
quired to take the same oath if chal- 
lenged., 

“Any candidate or yoter who cast 
his ballot for Herbert Hoover's pres- 
idential electors can legaliy and con- 
scientiously take the oath prescribed 
by the election laws under the theory 
that section 356 of the compiled gen- 
eral laws defining the term ‘political 
party’ embraces the simple word 
‘party’ as used in the form of the oath 
prescribed’ the attorney general said. 

The code section referred to by 
Davis defines as “political parties” 
only such organizations as in the pre- 
ceding general election polled 30 per 
cent of the vote for governor and are 
thereby allowed to nominate by pri- 
mary rather than convention for 
state offices. The Hoover landslide 
in 1928 placed the republican party 
in that position in Florida for the 
first time.

FERTILIZERS CHIEF 


EXPENSE OF FARMERS 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 26.—Farmers 
in Georgia have averaged spending ap- 
proximately one-tenth of their annual 
gross income for commercia] fertilizers 
for the past several years, according 
to figures released by John L. Ander- 
son, research markting specialist of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture who has recently gathered statis- 
tics in this phase of his work. 

“This average is a rather high per- 
centage of the annual $262,000,000 
cash value of our crops to spend one- 
tenth of it for commercial ferdtilizers,” 
said Mr. Anderson. “It shows that 
the farmers of the state are allowing 
the plant food materials to be taken 
from the soil without improving it 
with growing legumes and _ livestock. 
As important as commercial fertilizer 
is, it should be used only as a sup- 
plement to a well-balanced livestock 
and legume program,” commented the 
specialist. 

“As this is the time of the year that 
farmers are confronted with the ferti- 
lizer problem, they should make every 
effort to use all available manures as 
a supplement to the commercial prod- 
ucts, which should be purchased co- 
eo where it is practical to

UTILITY SUPERVISION 
TOO HIGH SAYS ICKL 


Expert Charges That Com- 
panies Clear Two-Thirds 
Profit on Subsidiaries. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(4)— 
Analyzing the operations of the man- 
agement company system of control 
of electric power utilities as demon- 
strated in the American Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, John H. Bickley, a 
utility expert of the federal trade 
commission, testified today that more 


than 73 cents of every dollar charged 
to subsidiaries for supervising serv- 
ices during the past 13 years was 
clear profit. 

Bickley, who was the principal wit- 
ness placed on the stand thus far in 
the commissi.:.’s investigation of util- 
ity financing and holding company 
management, said the 10 per cent fee 
charged for certain engineering and 
supervising services during one year 
paid all the corporate expenses of 
American Gas and left it a balance 
nearly equal to the expenses, 

The accountant added that the en- 
tire service charges were placed in the 
plant account of the operating sub- 
sidiaries and that they were reflected 
in some measure i. the rate structure. 

In 1928, he testified, the company 
collected fees totaling $2,..8,019 for 
which cost only $586,759, 
making a profit of $1,641,260. 

In 1917, he added, the Appalachian 
Electric Power Company, one of the 
subsidiaries, paid in service fees $971,- 
OVO or $262,000 more than the cost 
of services to all subsidiaries, 

The following year, he said, the 

Ohio Power Company alone paid 
$316,302 more than the cost of serv- 
ices to all subsidiaries. The same 
proportion of profit to cost of services, 
he said, existed in American Gas from 
to 1928, 
In addition, he testified, the sub- 
were charged annually a 
propurtion of the operating expense 
of the holding company. In 1928, 
this amounted, he said, to $576,400, 
including $131,473 for salaries of five 
exccutives of American Gas who 
served as officers of all sulsi°’*ries as 
well, 

This sum, he added, was about

Ameriean 
Gas. Bon.ses of common stock, how- 
ever, were added to their salaries.

Marion, 
just across the river from Memphis, 
is the scene of hundreds of weddings 
of west Tennessee couples who go 
there to avoid restrictions of the Ten- 
nessee marriage law. 

Crittenden county authorities ad- 
mitted when the audit was made 
public several weeks ago that a “few” 
couples had been notified that they 
were married with licenses illegally 
issued and were remarried. They de- 
nied that the number was as large 
as the audit charged. Hundreds of 
west Tennessc : couples who were mar- 
ried in Marion flooded the courthouse 
there and even the statehouse at Lit- 
tle Rock with queries on learning 
there, was a possibility t.-t they had 
been. married illegally. Some ‘went to 
Hernando, Miss., another popular 
nearby town for weddings and were 
remarried “just to be safe.”

by jeopardizing his ring future, also 
the contemplated championship “final” 
this June at New York and increas- 
ing the “significance” of the Sharkey- 
Seott outcome to a point whether the 
Winner might claim the world’s title. 


CAT JUMPS. 


This elavorate reasoning sounded all 
‘very well until an Associated Press 
dispatch frem Berlin disclosed that 
Schmeling was in perfect health, good 
fighting condition and enjoying him- 
self at the winter sports. This news 
reached the center of fight prepara- 
tions with a dull, reverberating thud, 
just as the respective managers of 
Scott and Sharkey were preparing 
elaborate statements to claim the 
yee - for tomorrow’s winner. 

The handling of the spurious bad 
news about Der Maxie was marked by 
mystery and some bungling. The first 
statement, saying Schmeling had 
broken his thumb three weeks ago, 
was issued on the authority of Frank 
J. Bruen, general manager of Madi- 
son Square Garden, but later in the 
day he denied knowledge of the re- 
puted cablegram from Germany. At 
about the same time, however, the 
Miami Daily Néws from a “trust- 
worthy source,” reported it had been 
advised Schmeling had suffered an 
ankle injury and would never fight 
again. The news informant was uni- 
dentified but said he personally had 
seen Schmeling on crutches in Ber- 
lin séveral weeks ago. 

FATE. 

The Schmeling story, therefore, 
shared the same explosive fate as the 
bubble of Jimmy Johnston’s row with 
Referee Lou Magnolia and the Miami 
boxing commission over ring regula- 
tions, a controversy marked by John- 
ston’s empty threat to withdraw Scott 
f-om the match.
